Upon his return, according to 
Identity B, a government re-shuffle will take place in which Identity A will 
retain his present position. Following this. Identity A will proceed to the

B. As rep car ted In FJB-153U, FOQAU is expected in the government re- 
shuffle to receive a new position which will prevent him free actively pursuing

2. In view of the above, we ar^ iv^/ing ahead to facilitate Identity A* a 
trip probably in October of this year. We have procured locally information on 
a number of suitable conferences which will take place in the United States 
during the remainder of 1955, and will peas this information to C 3 «*d 
POEAHU They in turn, through their wn means, can arrange for an appropriate 
invitation for Identify A* C 3 meanwhile has undertaken to provide 
Identity A with a Hat of names of people whom Identity A should contact 

in the United States (see enclosures)* 

3. JABA wishes to comment as follows on Reference* 

A. Regarding Paragraph 1, we are somewhat at & loss to understand 
O&ACXD's reaction. £ ] on a number Q f occasions has stated his view that 
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Bdentitjr A is a. good and worthy friend of COACID and should be ^assisted in hie 
personal plans in any wear possible. His attitude confine JAfiA f s belief that 
diploma tlo courtesies to help individuals of Identity A*s rank in unofficial 
ways would cause far lose embarrassment to CBACID than refusal to extend such 
help* Further, & substantial number of unofficial Japanese tripe to the United 
States are already scheduled to coincide with the Foreign Minister's trip*

He is, therefore, a person 
of sens interest* We have spent much time discussing means whereby JAfiA could 
interest him in cooperative ventures* Money Is of no consequence; he has money* 
la a real sense, the whole of Japan is his oyster; we can offer him nothing in 
his own jr evince* Therefore, his only interest In KUBARE is in what it can da 
for him vis-o-via his needs in JffiFRIMS or from ffiPHUCEB (e.g*, the Identity C 
trip to Japan)* If we are able to demonstrate ability to procure for him what 
he cannot procure for himself (within the limits of ODTCttfi interest and 
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compatibility), then, and only then, can we ait dorm Tilth him and disease

This ie JABA's only interest in FQDAM ! b conaercial venture* Our sole purpose has 
been to determine if we should help him, and then do what we could to help him, 
following which we would exploit in the concrete terms of our Related Mission 
Directive what cooperation we could best ask of him* In this context. Identity A 
was simply a useful piece an the board* 





£• However, we stood (and we hope still stand) to gain doubly by 
Identity A‘s involvement* Identity A is a person of high interest in the context 
ofJABA f s proposed VfSSPKAR program (see FJBA-5869). The implication of his 
position hardly needs to be spelled out, yet because JABA has as yet no specific 
T9S5PMR authority, we cannot now venture into a discussion with Identity A of 
"operational opportunities which can lead to concrete results Our desire,

I enclose copies of a memorandum of conversation and some correspondence 
relating to a proposed unofficial visit to the States by our old friend, 
Takeohlyo Matsuda, who is now Minister of Postal Service* You may recall 
that he has been a good friend of the Embassy and was on particularly cordial 
terms with Bill Leonhart, who has probably already heard from him directly 
about his plans. Matsuda is also being assisted in his plans by Gunji 
Hosono, a copy of whose letter to me is also enclosed* 

Latest developments are that Hosono has secured written invitations to 
Hatsuda from Thomas A# P, Krock, of the U* S* Arab«Asian Institute, 1536 
Connecticut Avenue, and Harold Fellows, of the National Association of 
Radio and TV Broadcasters, 1771 N Street* I ossume therefore that these 
organizations will also be in the act when it conies to arranging itinerary, 
conferences, etc. Another late development is that Matsuda has postponed 
his trip about two months, which means that he may be turning up in late 
October instead of late August, 

I don’t think Matsuda's English is good enough to Justify speaking 
engagements but there should be quite a number of people who would be glad 
to talk with him privately or in small groups* 

I understand that Andy Kerr has written one or two people in Cocneree 
about names of persons Matsuda might talk to on his more purely business 
Interest* such as frozen shrimp. 

We will of course keep you informed of developments* 

This Is the first chance I have had to thank you for your letter of 
June 14th* It was indeed a great pleasure to have you out here*

I saw MATSUO A alone for lunch at his request. We talked on the 
_Jol lowing topics: 



Matsuda told ae he planned about a month’s trip around the States, 
leaving probably in late August. X took occasion to conment on the recent 
rash of press stories about high level trips to Washington and said that 
they alght prove embarrassing if the dates were not agreed on privately 
first. Matsuda expressed annoyance at the story about his own proposed 
trip In that morning's Malnlchi and went on to exploit that bis trip was 
not to be an "official" trip in the sense of expecting bl«h level protocol 
treatment, etc. He merely wanted to travel around the country and talk to 
£gefclcans, especially Congressmen. Incidentally, he would be interested 
roootlng markets for Japanese products (he mentioned frozen shrimp and 
photographic instruments), and would look into the value of a microwave 
system of communications for Japan. He gave the impression that his main 
M||asls in talking to Congressmen would be to explain Hatoyaaa's foreign 
cy and try to correct the impression that it is pro-communist. 

Matsuda mentioned that his daughter is pursuing her studies on the 
West Coast and that he might want to pick her up and take her around the 
country with him as his secretary. 

Matsuda asked me if the Embassy could help him out with a list of 
names of parsons he should see in Amerioa. (He mentioned that Gunjl 
HOSONO, who made an extensive trip to the States about a year ago, had 
also agreed to give him a list of names.) I told Matsuda that he had 
been a good friend of ours and that I would be glad to do my best for him. 



I asked Matsuda about otters who ;dight be going to the States 
more officially. He said that Hatoyama had a hankering to go because he 
thought be might have to retire and that this might be a graceful way out. 
Matsuda said, however, that he was going to advise Hatoyama not to make 

-the trip — not because- of hi^ heelth which |j -Ml r igh t- r -but - because 

he Is so crippled that it would be impossible for him to get around 
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adequately ittd Matsuda does not think that a visit by Hatoyaaa to America 
would do Japan auoh good« (It Mas not clear whether this was based 
entirely on his crippled condition or on other considerations as well*) 
Matsuda seemed to think it probable that KOKO would return through the 
States^ but ha thought it doubtful whether SBB5EM US U would succeed in 
going because of the uncertain political situation* 



Matsuda thought It doubtful whether there would be a special session 
of the Diet this fall* (Only extraordinary fleckU or other catastrophes, 

il*SiW w 

the Conservative merger would hi$t i i nal ly take place until late winter or 
spring* lie predicted that Qatoyaoa would remain as Prime Minister and fora 
"the third Hatoya&a Cabinet" after the oerger bad taken place* 



I asked Matsuda who were the persons who in fact exercised the 
jgtt influence over Hatoyoua* *First of all* Bukiehi HIKI*"be replied* 
n his presence Hatoyaw* is like a little child*" Matsuda sectioned Kono 
as another of the most Influential* then modestly mentioned Ilia self as 
having been able to persuade Hatoyamo to take one major step (which made 
possible the merger of Hatoyaaa Liberals and Progressives last year) whoa 
Niki and Kono had failed. 



Matsuda described himself as 67 years old. in perfect health* no 
pressing family ties (his wife lives somewhere else* his daughter is laarning 
a profession in America)* no political debts or ambitions* He noted that he 
had been elected to the Diet from his district for many years* but said he 
told the electorate each time frankly what he stood for and merely invited 
them to elect someone else if they didn't like it. He remarked that his 
proposed trip to America would be the first in 18 years, and he would be 
interested to see if there had been niajor changes. I was struck by curious 
opaque spots in his understanding of English: superficially he speaks and 

understands better than most Japanese wo deal with outside the Foreign Office* 
but again and again I would discover that he had completely failed to under* 
stand something I had said and we would have to go back and start over again*
